PLANS RELIGIOUS TRUST 


All the Sunday School Boys of the 
States Are to Have Big Brothers 
and Rockefeller, jr., Will be Fath. 
er of Them All. 


New York, Mar. 9%—John D. Rockn- 
feller, jr., in whom the truet instinct 
is very active, has achieved a cherish- 
ed ambition of his life. He has form- 
ed a Bible class organization which 
promises to include all the Bible clas- 
ses in the country, and has carefully 
worked out all detatis. 

The first meeting of the new associ- 
ation will be held in the auditorium 
of the Fiith Avenue Baptist church, 
the Rockefeller church, on Friday ev- 
ening, April 3. ae every great 
Bible class in New York has signified 
its intention to send a representative. 
Among those already pled are those 
of the Fifth Avenue reebyterian 
ehurch, Brick church, Broadway Tab- 
ernacle and Cavalry Baptist church, 

It is his belief that the purity of the 
men of the future depends upon Bible 
classes more than upon the church. 
He is in favor of having every Bible 
class adopt the “big brother” plan of 
work, which has produced such suc- 
cessful results in the Rockefeller class. 
The plan is both simple and effective, 
A member of the class pledges him- 
self to act as a big brother to one or 
more unfortunate young fellows whose 
environments is such as to prevent 
them rising Jrom their sphere in life. 

The “big brother” has to advise, 
teach and help his charge in every 
manner possible. At the present time 
every young man turned out of the 
children's. court is taken in charge by 
a. ‘big brother,”’ who guides him into 
the right path as he sees it. 

In the Rockefeller class the plan has 
been wonderfully successful and many 
a young man now occupying a good 
position owes his success to the ef- 
forts of his “big brotaer.”’ 

Mr. Rockefeller believes in a more 
practical Christianity than that ex- 
pounded hy the average church. He 
believes men should be helped, not. by 
gifts of money, but by the practical 
help that, one brother can extend to 
another. 

Clayton &, Cooper, of the Interna- 
tional Com nittee of the Young Men’s 
Christian association, heartily endors- 
es the young millionaire’s plans, and 
will also address the meeting of April 


3. 

If Mr. Rockefeller’s plans are adopt- 
ed every lad in the country will even- 
tually have a big brother. 

The experience of one ‘big brother’ 
in the Hell’s Kitchen district is a 
practical example of the plan. He 
was arraigned at the children’s court 
on the charge of larceny, 

The “big brother” in this instance 
wae a lawyer. His first welcome was 
to “Go and chase yoursel!.’’ The young 
lawyer asked the court to parole him 
for ten days, which was done. 

Two evenings a week the “big 
brother” spent with his charge. The 
‘big brother” has obtained a position 
for him and for one of his brothers, 
and the boy. bids fair to become a 
new individual,

DR. HILL APPOINTED. 


U. S. Consul in Germany—Has Not 
Yet Foumally Accepted. 


Berlin, Mar. 27—A report that the 
German government regards Dr. 
David Jayne Hill as persona non 
grata and that it had indicated such 
an opinion to officials in Washington 
ia absolutely false. On the contrary, 
when the nomination was first pri- 
vately proposed to Germany some 
months ago, the government after due 
consideration and deliberation made 
a favorable reply on the subject. The 
origin of the report that Dr. Hill had 
been rejected, is the occasion of a 
compiete mystification in Berlin, 
whire his acceptance has been con- 
sidered as a matter already settled. 
His name, however, has not yet been 
officially presented to the German 
government, hence the formal accept- 
ance of his nomination has still to 
take place. 

Reported That Kaiser Objects. 

The Hague, Mar. 27—Great surprise 
was caused here when it was report- 
ed that the Kaiser had declined to re- 
ceive Dr. David J. Hili as ambasesa- 
dor to Germany. Every one is at a 
loss to account for it, because many 
months ago it was intimated in Ber- 
lin that no difficulty would be occa- 
sioned by the nomination. Nothing 
is known here of any anti-German feel- 
ing advucated by Dr. Hill, Ambas- 
sador Hill is absent from’ The Hague 
at the American legation and no state- 
ment has been given out beyond the 
fact that by tomorrew more may be 
known and that the explanation must 
come from Germany

Long appreciations of Arthur Strin- 
gers new book of poetry are being 
published in New York, Mr, Stringer 
who was formerly a newspaperman 
in Montreal, has met with real euc- 
cess in New York, 

With one article upon the poems is 
4 potraitsketch of Mr. Stringer by 
Arthur William Brown, another young 
Canadian, who has made a success in 
New York—a Hamilton, Ont., boy, 
who only six years ago was doing 
“chalk-plates" for the Hamilton Spec- 
tator, and is now one of the most 
sought-after of the young illustrators 
of the American metropolis,

INCREASE CAPITAL STOCK. 


Shareholders of Ogilvie Mills Will Meet 
For This Purpose. 


Montreal, Que., March 27.—It is ru- 
mored on the “‘street’’ that shareholders 
of the “Soo” company will shortly be 
asked to take up a new issue of common 
and preferred stock unfortunately issued 
by the company on the declining mar- 
ket. Only a small amount of stock was 
taken by the shareholders who natural- 
ly declined the luxury of paying par for 
stock that they could buy much cheaper 
in the open market. The issue consisted 
of $2,800,000 common and $1,400,000 pre- 
ferred. The C.P.R., of course, is taking 
its share regardless of the market quo- 
tations. 

The shareholders of the Ogilvie Flour 
Mills Company received today a circu- 
lar from the company calling a special 
general meeting of the shareholders on 
Monday, April 6th for the following pur- 
poses: 

(a) To consider and if deemed advisable 
sanction by by-law enacted by the dir- 
ectors, an authorization of the issuing 
of first mortgage bonds secured upon the 
property of the company not subject to 
the company’s existing bond issue. 

(b) To sanction by by-law enacted by 
director, the increasing of the captal 
stock and authorizing an application for 
supplementary letters of patent extend- 
ing the corporate powers of the eom- 
pany.

WAS SHE DIVORCED? 


Question of a Canadian Divorce in- 

volved in English Suit. 
London, March 26.—In Chancery, 
the division of a fortune of one hun- 
dred thousand pounds is involved in a 
casein which the point is whether the 
Canadian wife, nee Seager, of George 
Arbuthnot Smith, who first lived at 
Rat Portage and then Albernie, B.C., 
was properly divorced, and, therefore, 
whether her child by Walter Sterling, 
the man she afterwards married, is 
legitimate. Smith domiciled himself 
in Dakota for ninety days after his 
wife went to Sterling to obtain a de- 
cree, and then went back to Canada 
and married again. Donald McMas- 
ter, K.C., declared that if Smith were 
a Canadian, no court in the world 
could dissolve his marriage except the 
Senate of Canada. Outside the large 
sum involved, to which  Sterling’s 
child is claimant, interest attaches to 
the ruling regarding Canadian dr 
vorces made in the States,

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry, 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default, 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approvai of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ing plans: 

(1) At least siz months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 
during the term of three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he #0 de- 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not lesa than eighty (80) 
acres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father for mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not less than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or m*ther),. 


(4) ihe term “vicinity” in the two 


| preceding ,aragraphs is defined as mean- 


ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in éhe measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himeclf 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention.

Winnipeg, May, 27.-1 don’t think 
anything more strongly impressed me 
or more appealed to my pride as a 
Canadian while abroad than the high

government’s ownership of the rail- 
ways is better policy for the people is 
only open for argument where aug- 
mented population is no longer re- 
quired, and all important industries 
based upon the peenliar conditions 
and resources of the land are alrondy 
ficinly established. The railway may 
then be looked upon simply as a 
modern highway of the first class. In 
a new country, however, it must first 
be considered in the light of its great 
importance as a colonization factor. 
When the railway is the property of 
the crown, as in Australia and New 
Zealand, it becomes inevitably a 
very important part of the political 
machine, deny as one may the intra- 
sion of party influence, nilways are 
built, maintained and operated — be- 
tween populous centres and through 
populated country only after long and 


impractical  dehate. The voting 
strength lies as a rule with settled 
communities, already enjoying the 


ndvantages of railway communication, 
and the representatives of such com- 
munities are prone to oppose large 
expenditures in a direction away from 


their local interests, which may in- 
volve increased taxation upon their 
credulous constituents,

“Now Zealand is preeminently — the 
country of the common people and the 
elegances of polite life are little in ev’ 
dence, Indeed there seems o restrained 
antagonisin verywhere toward the man 
who asks for a morning bath or a ser: 
viette at table. That accommodation be 
clean, cheap and wholesome is deemed 
quite sufficient. The practical success 
or failure of New Zealand's Socialistie 
doctrines is altogether a matter of view- 
point. If the objective is any consider- 
able individual or material prosperity, 
New Zealand is the best country in the 
world to keep away from, If one has 
no other ambition than to get throngh 
life as easily as possible, and exploit the 
pleasures and the philosophies of the 
simple life, it is ideal. Here in America 
the mass of the people find their chief oc- 
cupation and enjoyment in making money 
hy the use of their utmost powers, and 
developing the great country God has 
given us. And we don't begrudge a for- 
tune to the man who shows unusual 
business capacity, and employs it in ex- 
ploitation of the country. In New Zea- 
land it is axiomie that no one should be 
richer than his neighbor, no matter if he 
he shrewd and industrious, and — his 
neighbor a lazy fool. Labor legislation 
has so penalized industrial enterprise in 
New Zealand that no expansion is pos- 
sible, and no capital seeks investment 
there, “Carrying on” is the maximum 
of present success. The men who grasp 
large opportunities, and develop them are 
agreed that New Zealand under present 
conditions is no place for them, and have 
left the country or are leaving it. And 
under these conditions, with a weakened 
market for labor, wages in all lines are 
lower than a Canadian artisan would 
ever dream of accepting. To fix a wage 
for so many hours of labor, regardless of 
the variations in individual skill, exper- 
ience, industry, application and special- 
ized aptitude, seams on the face a prac- 
tical denial of the wisdom of the Creator 
in not casting every man from the same 
mental and physical mould. It 
erates forthwith in practice towards low- 
ering the standard of individual efficien- 


ey, crushing ambition ,and exiling in- 
ventive genius, Where the laws of the 
land prescribe the wage in all crafts 


upon the basis of time-serving, the good 
workman is hound to deteriorate, and the 
less efficient workman to cease striving 
for self-improvement in his calling. 
Manufacturers and other large employ- 
ers of labor in New Zealand tell you to- 
day that the New Zealand workman is 
painstaking and less ambitious than his 
predecessor of a decade ago. And it is 
only natural, where legislation — insists 
upon the good workman and the bad he- 
ing equally rewarded. The whole system 
nukes inevitably for the lowering of the 
standard of individual efficiency, whereas 
under keen competition, the individual 
is impelled to excel in whatever calling 
may be his, to cultivate his industry and 
skill, and oftentimes develop 
genius, 

“And with all the legislative enact- 
ments to compel improvement of the 
worker's condition in New Zealand, is it 
improved? The market for his services 
is becoming daily more restricted, New 
lines of enterprise are not springing up 
for eapital is not offering where it is 
challenged as an arch-enemy.
